SHREWD SCIIE3IE WORKED OX THE
CHICAGO '& ALTON PAILWAY.

Une-Dar-Iil- mit Ticket lcd Three'Tinom Through the Connivance
of 'Conductor and Agents.

CHICAGO, June 20. Officials of the Chi-

cago & Alton railroad have just discovered
that a gang of employes, among whom r.re
passenger train conductors and station
agents, working with Pullman car pcrtcrs.
have robbed the railway company of $13,- -

0. Sufficient investigation into the steal
has been made to show a conspiracy and
thus far three conductors and two station
agents have lost their positions. The com-
pany is making all plans for the criminal
prosecution of. the offenders.

The steal was accomplished through co
operation of a station agent with passenger
conductors on railroad tickets from Spring
field (111.) to Chicago. The scheme of rob-
bery was for the conductor of the train
which leaves Springfield for Chicago at
noon to take up but not punch, the tickets
sold at the Springfield office on the noon
train. The' meeting point of this train with
the St. Louis train, which leaves Chicago
about 9 o'clock in the morning. Is about
half way between Chicago and Springfield.
The conductor of the Springfield train for
Chicago would see the conductor of the St.
Louis train at the meeting point and give
him the bunch of tickets he had taken
from passengers to Chicago. The conduc-
tor of the St. Louis train arrived in Spring-
field at 4 o'clock in the afternoon, and. It is
said, would hand over the bunch of tickets
to the ticket seller in the Springfield olfice,
and ho would sell them again to passengers
for Chicago on the evening or night train.

RIOT CLUBS WIELDED

SCORES OF HEADS BRUISED AND
DUOIvCN AT CLEVELAND.

31 lib of 2,COO Men, Women and Boys,
Strikers-nn- d Sympathizer, Scat-

tered by Forty Policemen.

CLEVELAND, O., June CO. For nearly a
month the strike at the works of the
Brown Hoisting and Conveying Company
Ikus continued with frequent, though indi-
vidual, attacks by strikers on workmen
who had taken their places. The police
have betn patient under the abuse of the
idle men, but to-d-ay for the first time vio-
lence was shown the officers and they dealt
tho strikers a blow with a heavy hand.
At 5 o'clock this afternoon 170 employes
of the. Brown company were marched from
the works under the escort of eighty po-

licemen to the car tracks on St. Clair
street. A crowd of two thousand men,
women und boys gathered and began hoot-
ing and hissing. Two motor cars camo
along and wore signalled to step, but the
strikers yelled "go ahead, don't stop," and
the motormen Increased their speed and
whizzed by. The police then marched the
men in their charge a block further away
to a corner and halted for another car, the
roaring crowd following. Some one in the
crowd threw a big stone, which struck pa-

trolman Kcidel and cut his head open.
Deputy Chief of Police McMahon then
gave a prearranged signal and the crowd
was given a terrible Jesson. Forty police

The
paper Is printed on a coarse grade of wall-
paper and of course printed only on one
side of the sheet, which Is nineteen Inches
long, including the margin, and four col-

umns in width.. Here are a few of the ex-

tracts:
"We are Indebted to Major Gillespie for

a steak of Confederate beef, alias meat.
e have tried it and can assure our

friends that if It. is rendered necessary
they need have no scruples at eating the
meat. It is sweet, savory and tender, and
as long as we have a mule left we are
satisfied our soldiers will be content to sub-
sist on it."

"The Yankees outside our city are con-
siderably on the sick list. Fever, dysen-
tery and disgust are their companions and
Grant i3 their master. The. boys are de-
serting daily and are crossing tho river
in the region of Warrenton, cussing Grant
and ubolitionism generally. ,

"On dlt. that the great Ulysses, the
Yankee generalissimo, surnamed Grant,
has expressed his intention of dining In
Vicksburg on Sunday next and celebrating
the Fourth of July by a grand dinner and
so forth. When asked whether he would
Invite Gen. Joe Johnston to join he said:
No. for fear there will be a row at the
table.' Uysses must get Into the city be-
fore he dines in it. The wav to cook a
rabbit is first to catch the rabbit.' "

RKSCUERS DRIVCX OUT OF THE
WORKINGS OF WILKESBARRC PIT.

Xo Hope Xow of Reaching: the Dodles
of the Flfty-Mn- e Miners En-

tombed in the Flooded Colliery.

WILKESBARRE. Pa., July l.-A- notber

extensive cave --In occurred in the workings
of the Twin shaft shortly after midnight.
The cave-i- n was in that portion of the
mine where the victims are thought to be.
It made a terrible report and was heard all
over the town.. The fall must have been a
very heavy one. It had the effect of driv
ing the rescuers out of the slope, for the
timbers around themimmediately began to
sway and crack. A fall in the slope may
occur at any moment. The news of the sec-
ond cave-i- n had a most discouraging effect
on everybody.

There are fifty-nin- e men, llvfng or dead.
Imprisoned in the depths of the, doomed
mine. This is the official number and there
Is no reason to think it is incorrect. The
wives of five Hungarians declare that these
men, too, are in the mine, but this is dis-
puted by the timekeeper, who says that
the Huns drew their pay last week and
went to Pittsburg to work in the soft coal
mines. They simply deserted their families,
but their wives will not believe it.

It is the general opinion that Superintend-
ent Langon's body will be the first recov-
ered, if any are 'found, as it Is thought he
lies nearest the opening Langon was last
seen at the shanty at the foot of the slope.
The bore hole which was started in theClear Spring mine, which adjoins the Twin
shaft, to pierce the pit of luO feet of solid
coal between the workings of the two
mines, did not prove as successful as was
hoped. When the drill was in about thirty--

live feet it struck rock and had to be
abandoned. At noon yesterday a new hole
was started. Calculations were made from
the mans of both collieries and It was
hoped that the figuring would be so close
as to bring the hole out Into the workings
of the Twin collllery.

Superintendent Lawell has addressed a
letter to the local press association request-
ing assistance In the appeal for funds to
mining corporations and all others in the
Union.

When the 11 o'clock shift came out of tho
mine some of the men . reported having

PARDOXS DEXIED.

Xo Executive Clemency for Vlolntor
of Pension Law.

WASHINGTON. June 30. The President
has always shown a disposition to deal se-

verely with persons who defraud pension-
ers and otherwise violate the pension laws
and this tendency is well exhibited in his
action upon three applications for pardons
In such cases taken just before his depart-
ure from the Ct.pltal. These were tho
cases of And rev J. Rooks, of Georgia;
Paul A. Marcelllno. of New Mexico, and
Stephen O. W. Brandon, of Tennessee, all
convicted of offenses against the pension
laws.

The President denjed the application In
each case and his Indorsement sufficiently
indicate the repugnance he feels for this
class of offences. In the case of Marcelliio
the President writes: "This convict was
guilty apparently of nearly all the crimes
and frauds denounced by our pension laws,
lie seems in every way possible to have
cheated and swindled ignorant pensioners
and Imposed on the government. The pun-
ishment meted out to him was well de-

served and I cannot yield to the unthink-
ing and irresponsible appeal for his par-
don."

As to Rooks's case the President wrote:
"This convict personated a dead soldier
and through that means procured a pen-
sion and robbed tho government. He was
justly dealt with by the court."

Th indorsement on the application for
Brandon's pardon reads: "Denied. I am
unwilling to pardon those who, in violation
of our pension laws, overcharge applicants
for pensions for the services they render
in substantiating their claims."

Tho President has denied tho application
for pardon In the cases of W. R. Johnson,
sentenced in Georgia to eighteen months'imprisonment and $1,500 fine and costs for
scheming to defraud and conspiracy, and
Thomas M. Searcy, sentenced in Alabama
to one year imprisonment and fine lor
irauduient use of the malls.

The President has denied applications forpardons in the cases of Meredith O. Sulli-
van, sentenced In Pennsylvania to oneyear's Imprisonment for embezzlement ofmoney from letters, and Daniel E. Tilton.
sentenced in New Jersey to one vt ar's imiprisonment for a like offense. In his indorse
ment in these cases the President says:
"The wrongful appropriation of public fundby postmasters in growing to be alarm
ingly common. I cannot overlook the fact
thru In cases of this kind the integrity andsafety of our postal service Is ant to be
impaired ny an improvident exercise of
clemency. Embezzling money from betters
entrusted to those employed in the postal
service is far too common, and, inasmuch
as the government must rely very greatlyupon the honesty of Its employes in this lm.portant branch of the public service, I do
not tnniK tnose convicted or crimes againstour postal laws should be pardoned in acase where the sentence is so moderate and
the reasons now urged' are so incon
elusive." -

ern Association of Writers is celebrating its
tenth anniversary with a meeting of unu
sual promise. A. W. Butler, chairman of
the executive committee, has been directly
instrumental in giving the society a wider
advertisement than it has ever before had,
and as a result of his industry many new
faces are seen here thi. year. President
Venable brings wvith him a coterie from
Cincinnati, whose presence is, perhaps, di
rectly due to his influence, and who testify
that a man is not without honor in his own
bailiwick.
